The Arkansas convention has decid< d, 
bv a more decisive vote than heretofore, to 
leave the question of the legality of the II..'- 
ford bonds to the legislature. The motion to 
repudiate them outright received few sup- 
porters. 

Since the muni* of Ivey, a mail 
route agent on the AlaHma and Chattanooga 
railroad, several routew agents in the south 
have shown considerable alarm, and are ask- 
ing leaves of absence from the post-office de- 
partment, and some decline to run any longer 
on their routes. 

The first experiment is now being 
made to ntilize Chinese labor on the rice pi m- 
tations of Georgia. Some thirty of the celes- 
tials have been at wrrk since March last on 
Barnwell's plantation, on the Altamalia, oppo- 
site Darien. Thev appear well satisfied th* ni- 
sei vee, and give their .employer entire satis- 
faction. 

The governor of Louisiana has call* d 

out an extra regiment of state militia, to be 
composed of picked white men. The orders 
were issued some days ago in view of appre- 
hended, whitw l«»«ne disturbance- and tho en- 
tire absence of United States troops from tho 
state. Recruiting has been .yuietly g ing on, 
and it is stated that a number of ex-soldiers 
of both armies have volunteered. The regi- 
ment will be added to Longstreet's brigade, 
and will be rued mainly to keep down disturb- 
ances in and around the city of Kew Orleans. 

The 3re at Greenville, Miss., last 
week, which is supposed to be incendiary, 
originated in the grocery store of Morgan A 
Piatt, then crossed Mulberry, going east, and 
Main west, destroying the entire portion of 
tho town from Mulberry street to the river, 
embracing nearly all the business houses of 
the place— in alL seventy-three houses, valued 
at over a quarter of a million dollars, with 
about a hundred and fifty thousand insnrai ce, 
on which the Planters' of Mississippi and 
Planters' of MemplMhad a large amount. 
There will be consideB>le suffering, as nearly 
all the provisions in town were destroyed. 
The house in which the fire originated had 
been previously set on fire four different times 
A man named Maj. Thompeon has been ar- 
rested on suspicion of being concerned in the 
incendiary work. 

The following is condensed from the 
national cctton exchange crop report for Au- 
gust: In Mist-issippi. Louisiana, Arkat eae 
and Tenressee the crops are generally suffer- 
ing from dronth. The prospects are Jess favor- 
able tban at this time last year, and. though a 
month ago they were generally later, the pick- 
ing commenced quite ss early, the dronth 
causing a premature opening. In Alabama. 
Virginia. North Carolina and South Carolina 
tbe condition is as good as last year. In 
Georgia and Florida the crop is injured by 
drouth. The conditions are now less favor- 
able than last year. In Missouri the prospcets 
are unfavorable, and picking will be com- 
menced text or twelve days earlier than last 
year. In Indian territory the plant is suffer- 
ing from dronth aud picking is ten or fifteen 
- than last year.

Proclamation of A«tori»e> -General A II- 
liains Letter from President Uraul 

DEPARTMENT OF JCST I r K , WaSHI XOTON , 

Sept. 3, 1874. — .Sir/ Outrages of Taruroa 
descriptiot;*, and, if >-ome caso. c , atro- 
cious murders, have b. . u committed in 
your district, by bodier 1 armed men, 
sometimes in disguise ann with a view, 
it is believed, of overawing and intimi 
dating penceablo and law ab'-'ing etti- 
zens, depriving them of the rignt gm't- 
antt Atn them by the constitution and 
laws OT the United States. Your atten- 
tion is directed to an act of congress, 
passed April 9, 1866, entitled an act to 
protect all persons in the United Sfatt b 
in their civil rights and furnish the 
meama fcr their vindication, atid to nn- 
other p*sed April 20, 1871, entitled an 
act to enforce tho provisions of the 14th 
ameudment to the constitution of the 
United States and for other purposes ; 
also to one passed May 6, 1870, entitled 
an act. to enforce the right of oitizens .if 
the United States to vote in the several 
states of the union and for other purpo- 
ses, which with the amendments make 
these deeds of violence and blood with- 
in the jnrisdiction of the general gov- 
ernment. 

I consider it my duty, in view of these 
circumstances, to instruct you to pro- 
ceed with all possible economy and dis- 
patch to detect, expose, errest and pno- 
■■<r& of th< Be crimes, 
and to that end you are to spa- no ef- 
fort or necessary expense. Troop of 
tho United States will be stationed at 
different convenient points in your d.s 
trict, for the purpose of giving" yon 
needed aid in the discharge of your of- 
ficial duties. Yon understand, of ootui • . 
that no interfttrc-nce with any politi.-i.! 
or party action, not in violation of tin- 
law, is designed, but protection to all 
classes of citizens, white and black, in 
the free exercise of the elective fran-

During the 
present century there have been about 
a dozen eruptions. One beginning 
January 31, 1805, continued for several 
ninths, and caused much alarm, bnt 
brought people from all parts of tho 
world to witness tbe spectacle. Five 
years ago, in September, 18f>9, an erup- 
tion from the principal crater sent • 
torrent of lava over the Vale de Bove., 
but since that time Etna has been quiet 
beyond the ordinary and continual dis- 
turbance, nntil tbe present. Since] 
the forces havo been gathering, 
the observations of Prof. Sylvestri are 
accurate, and his conclusions aro cor- 
reft, this year may witness one of the 
mightiest efforts of this nnroarions old 
mountain to burst the shell that smoth- 
ers its hidden fires.

Power of Bearing Heat. 

It is generally supposed that the hu- 
man frame cannot endure much heat, 
and if exposed to it will soon sink in 
exhaustion. This is true in hot climates, 
to which people have been accustomed. 
But in this case the effect may be due 
to influences from vegetation, or to some 
disturbance of nature. 

It is certain that artificial heat, far 
greater than the heat of the sun of the 
torrid zone, may be borre without 
special suffering or harm. The British 
Journal ot Science says that men in 
iron establishments work without in- 
convenience with the thermometer con- 
stantly at 120 degrees, and in pits for 
making the Bessemer steel at 140 de- 
trees. In Turkish baths the sham 
pooners are often busily engaged for 
four or five hours in succession, with 
tho temperature at 110 degrees. In the 
Red sea steamers the stoke hole marks 
145 degrees; and in ensmel works the

SCIENTIFIC FRAGMENTS. 

The French bishop of Canton has 
presented to the Jardin d'Acclimatirn 
in Paris a curious Chinese plant, which 
changes its color three times a day. 

Eatcth decomposes nitrogenous sub-, 
stances, and for that reason ! 
never be mixed with manures until they 
are about to be applied. The manure 
from earth closets turns out to be un- 
expecteily poor, and contains only one- 
fifth of the nitrogen which has been 
placed in it, the loss being due to the 
decomposition of the nitrogenous sub- 
stances by the earth. 

M. Yicaire communicates to the 
French Academy some observations oti 
the probable duration of the sun's heat. 
He thinks that what is ordinarily con- 
sidered to be the mass of the bud. is 
really very much below the truth. Con- 
sidering the enormous pressure at the 
centre of the luminary, he thinks tut re 
is nothing unreasonable in supposing a 
mean density amounting to t*n or twen- 
ty times the received figure. This wonld 
multiply the duration of the sun as a 
luminary by just so mncb. 

At a distanoe of 30 miles south of the 
Union md Pacific railroad, and 900 west 
of Omaha, a great hill of almost pure 
sulphur was discovered about two years 
ago. This is one of the most remarka- 
ble deposits of native sulphur in the 
world. It contains only 15 per cent, of 
impurities. In the sulphur deposits of 
Sicily, says the Scientific American, the 
pure sulpha As only *!5 per cent., snd 
hence our we»ern sulphur is much t lie 
more valuable* and promise* to become 
ere long of great importance to the 
country.

Instead 
of pig-iron this process employs a com- 
pound called "nPu coke," which con- 
sists of a mixtur lof ore (or any sub- 
stance contaioing-'iron), the necessary 
flaxes, and the equivalent of carbon. A 
lump of this compound is put into the 
fnrnaoe, and by the single process known 
as •'balling" a "heat" may be obtained 
i n considerably less time and with con- 
siderably lees labor than under the old 
method, the proce* s of " melting" and 
•filing" being entirely dispensed 
with. The most important feature of 
the invention is the great saving which 
it effects in mi 1.

They had 
alio closely-fitting jackets of dark cloth, 
heavily braided with gold or silver, and 
broad belts of silver filigree work.

-teekings of the same cloth, seal skin 
shoes, and a round hat with the brim 
turned up.

The king aud his cortege had j nst en- 
tered the cathedral as we reached it, 
■ad the foreign naval officers who had 
been invited to the ceremony were 
crowding with the natives into the low 
northern portal. We had been furnish- 
ed with slips of parchment as admission 
tickets to seats iu the main aisle, and 
the sacristan placed us in front, oppo- 
site the bishop's pulpit. The choir waa 
singing one of ten new anthems com- 
posed for the occasion; lights were 
burning in the chandeliers, on the altar 
and b-tween the galley-pillars; wreaths 
of heather decorated the walls, choir 
aud galleries, and there was a glow of 
flowers around Thorwaldseu's baptis- 
mal font. The dull red ot the walls and 
dark panes of the wooden ceiling har-

cheerful solemnity, becoming the occa- 
sion. The seats filled rapidly duriDg 
the chant, men and women sitting to- 
gether as they could find places. Then 
the sf rvice commenced, after Ancient 
Lutheran fashion.

\ ry simply and grandly sung; and the 
"Psalm of Praise," written by Matthias 
Jochnmeson and composed by Svein- 
bjorjeson— the first musical work of a 
native Icelander, I am told — produced 
a powerful effect. In whichever direc- 
tion I looked, I saw eyes filled with 
tears. The repetition of the refrain ; 
ZMondEs thunund ar — "Iceland's thotis- 
nnd years," rang throngh the cathedral 
in tones which were solemn r,tther than 
proud, and gave expression to the ear- 
nest, religious spirit in which the peo- 
ple have come together. 

At the university building a lackey in 
scarlet coat took our hats and mantles, 
and directed us to the waiting-room up 
stairs.

A goodly number of western am 
southern bnvers of merchandise are re 
ported in town this week ; but they are 
said to have continued the practice 
adopted during the late panic, of pur- 
chasing sparingly— "sorting up" as 
they term it— and this, although unsat- 
isfactory to the jobber, who in former 
vears was accustomed to sell a six 
mouths' supplv in the fall and another 
snob supply in the spriDg, and although 
it does not justify the expectation of 
the expansionists who promised us an 
active and prosperous fall trade, yet to 
conservative business men, who hope 
for a return to real ani substantial 
rather than fictitious prosperity, the 
caution with which traders lay in stocks 
of goods is regarded as a hopefnl sign 
of the times, since it is an indication 
that thev expect to pay for what they 
buy, ami do not meau to put themselves 
in a position where they will be unable 
to meet their engagemeuts. 

The harvests still promise to be ex- 
cellent, with the possible exception of 
the maize crop, which will be below the 
average in some parts of the country iu 
consequence of late 1 ' ' " '^^^j^d^ail^f-' ' 

rope. These facts ,h. 
not hold out the hope of obtaining high 
prices for our surplus cereals, and have 
already a considerable decline iu bread- 
stuffs. This may induce such produ- 
cers as are not absolutely obliged tos»'ll 
their wheat at the market price to hold 
it for an advance, ami should this view 
of*the subject bo acted upon to any 
considerable exteut it will be likely to 
embarrass the western traders iu their 
collections, and in turn the jobbers aud 
importers. Whether the farmers who 
hold over their crops in the expectation 
of better prices in the future may rot 
finally be compelled to sell at lower in- 
stead higher figures is a matter for 
grave consideration on their part, but a 
question which they must determine for 
themselves, siuce they alone take what- 
ever risk there may be involved iu the 
delay. 

THE COTTON CHOP. 
Kew York World, Au«. 31. 

It was looked upon as a healthy feat- 
ure in March and April that tho south 
has reduced the area of cotton planting 
10 per cent., and devi tud the space and 
labor to cereals which they so much 
need. One great f< atnre last year was 
that the whole crop by at least 10 per 
cent, was lost for want of picking. 
Hence a reduction of planting caused 
no anxiety. The season, however, had 
its first and great drawback in being 
three weeks late, and intense anxiety 
was felt as to the prohable iujnry of the 
army and boll worm to the young, grow- 
ing crop. Fortunately, July passed, 
aud with very few unimportant excep- 
tions the worms spared the growing 
crops, although after-conipluiiitH for 
August are not wanting. However, up 
to the middle of August an average crop 
was fully expected. Unfortunately an 
unprecedented drouth set in throngh 
tho whole south, and, although it may 
be hoped that the accounts are much ex- 
aggerated, yet there can be no doubt 
but that the plant received an irrepara- 
ble injury, which will curtail the st c- 
ond aud third pickings to au immense 
degree. During the week just ended, 
almost every house connected with the 
southern trade has received doleful 
news, all in the same strain. The drouth 
will curtail the yield immensely. The 
unfortunate feature has for the time 
paralyzed the southern trade, and much 
rleprespe'l our prospects for ut least bh 
early opening fall trade w*th the south. 
Southern men, who came here two 
weeks ago to buy goods, have all at once 
become very prudent buyers, while 
great houses, whose sales are made to 
the south, have on their part become 
very prudent sellers.

CATTLE TRADE OF THE WEST. 

The Increased Transportation ot Tram- 
niknisalppl sturk. 

A large proportion of the cattle from 
Texas are driven westward into the ter- 
ritories. There they fatten for the mar- 
ket and provide beef for the growing 
cities and towns, mining regions, and 
militarv post*. It is th -^ht that the 
entire drive from Texas tbis year into 
Kansas will namber over 600,000 head. 
Perhaps one-fourth ot these go into 
Colorado and Wyoming and westward 
to Utah whil* most of the balance seek 
the eastern market. At this season of 
the ye!»r oae trill be struck with the ap- 
pearance of the numerous and fine- 
looking heids grazing along the Arkan- 
sas vallev fro» Wichiia rs far west as 
Sargent "and thence scattered at inter 
vals to the fu$ of the mountains. As a 
sample of th« size of these herds I 
might men'iorithat a list of forty-three 
herds in the tlcinity showed a total of 
52 908 head of fcattle. While it is claim- 
ed' that the drire to Wichita this year 
will not exceedl60,000 head, not much 
over one-half what it was last year 
some of the otter towus on the line of 
the railroad l»ving been found more 
accessible for shipment, yet it is notice- 
able that the qtality of the stock is ap- 
parently muchbetter than that of form- 
er seiis< >as. 

The further the flocks get westward 
the greater th«ir tendency to increase in 
size. Iu the vicinity of Hugo, on the 
im miles bevond 
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awPacin| about 1 
the eastern barders of Kansas, some of 
the old plain 
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e parks of Colorado 
extensive flocki will also be found. 
Throughout thwniddle and southeast- 
ern portions ojKmsas a large amount 
of stock is now being driven enstward, 
the pVtle being allowed U~> graze along 
the way.

Back to New York, very much 
ngainst my will, I have come in time to 
tell my readers something of what is in 
preparation for tbem for the coming 
season.

Th» is a great, distribut 
ing point, and s'oek men seek it from 
Illinois, Mistouri, Iowa and Indiana, 
making it during the season their point 
for selecting and shipping stock into 
their several stat« to feed, or to the 
Chicago and St. Louis markets for beef. 
There are exteawe yards into which 
the various railroads run, aud good op- 
portunities for shipment. A large pack- 
nig interest hiss r!b sprung up here.

But this experi- 
ment has already, it is claimed, proved 
unsatisfactory. Thecattle rarely attain 
a good marketable condition in Texas, 
and when they do, r«l transitover such 
long distances rednea them to a condi- 
tion unfit for market when they reach 
here. As the production of cattle is 
one of the main interests of the great 
state of Texas, whos* herds are counted 
by millions, its pa* tares will doubtless 
for years continue to furnish the west 
with beef. The cattle will be driven 
as formerly across the plains, fattening 
as they go, anil reaching the railroads 
by the trails whichfor months have been 
:i!iv.- with the "longhoru ," aud taken 
to Kansas city for dirtribntion into the 
various states. The jnpples which the 
different markets require, and the pro- 
portion going into the various states, 
may be calculated from the following 
ti ures, which show the shipments of 
cattle eastward f rcmKansas City during 
last year : Hannibal and St. Joe rail- 
road, 73,953 ; St. Louis, Kansas City 
and N. railroad, 82,074; Missouri 
Pacific railroad, 16,142 ; driven out, 
45,441. Shipments were also made by 
various other roads, showing a total of 
227,686 bead. Those via the Hannibal 
and St. Joe road went to the Chicago 
market ; by the other railroads to the 
St. Louis market ; while those driven 
out were distributed to a large extent to 
feed throughout Miasonri and Hlinois.
